World Conference at Genoa 
Teo Be Postponed 3 Weeks

N, Feb. - 16. (Associated 
Press).-The probability of a delay 
vet three weeks in the opening of the 
Genoa Econémic Conference was con- 
eded in British official -circles ;to- 
day. This was the first intimation 
in such circles that the French ‘were 
likely to win their contention that it

LONDON, Feb. 16.—Winston Churchill, 
Secretary of the Colonies, in moving the 
second reading of the Irish Treaty bill 
in.the House of Commons today deliv- 
ered a speech which is being spoken of 
tonight as one of the best he ever made. 
The purpose of the bill, he said, was to 
substitate for the present anomalous 
position a regular Government. with 
power >to assert its authority -and, to 
provide by the election of a constituent 
assembly ‘‘ a fresh, a normal and a sen- 
sible Parliament ’’—oné that should 
“ represent the hope of the future rather 
than the hate of the past.’’ 

The sooner it was held, he said, the 
better it would be for Ireland. To delay 
the bill, he contended, would be to en- 
courage bloodshed on thé borders of 
Ulster and to assist the .extremists to 
overturn the Provisional Government 
that was faithfully doing its best toe.keep 
its Word.. The Irish Ministry, he de- 
clared, should be given a chance. 
Churchill declined to discuss the possi- 
bility of Bamon de Valera. and his 
friends winning. 

“IT do not think there is any ad- 
vantage in speculating upon these ugly 
hypotheses."’ he said, ‘‘ and it would be 
a pity to suggest that the elections might 

inducted und 

Me that the wrebent Irish Government 
might be overturned by a Red Soviet 
Republie, A Soviet Republi¢ would ruin 
the prospects of Ireland fof ‘a’ hundred 
years, without affecting . the British 
Empire.”

Soviet Republic. ‘‘ We have never recog- 
nized and never will recognize an Irish 
Republic,”’ he declared.

Fermanagh and Tyrone on this subject 
remained today unaltered and unstirred 
by the great world upheaval.

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Text of President’s Letter to Pica: 
Outlining His Position on the Bonus 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. — President 
Harding’s letter to Chairman. Fordney 
in regard to bonus legislation read as 


follows: 
THE WHITE: HOUSE. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 16. 
My Dear Mr. Fordney: 
In accordance with the promise 
made to yourself and your associates 
“on the Senate and House committees, 


- charged with the responsibility of 


‘formulating proposed bonus. legisla- 
tion, I have carefully looked -into .the 
program of taxation which has been 
suggested. In addition thereto I have 
made inquiry into the. feasibility of 
issuing either -short-time Treasury 
notes or. long-time bonds to méet the 
financial obligations which the _pro- 
posed legislation will impose. It is not 
possible to commend to you~either,; of 
the plans suggested. 

It continues to be my best judgment 
that kny \compensation legislation en- 
acted at this time ought to carry with 
it the provisions for raising the needed 
revenues, and I find myself unable to 
suggest any commendable plan other 
than that of a general sales tax. 

Such a tax will distribute the cost of 
rewarding the ex-service men in such 
a-manner that it will be borne by all 
the people whom they served, and does 
not commit the Govérnment |to class 
imposition of taxes. or the resymption 
of the burdens recently repealed, the 
maintenance of which can be justified 
only by a great war emergency. 

It ig fully realized how great is the 
difficulty which confronts the Con- 
gress in solving the difficult prob- 
lem. I am aware of the strong senti- 
ment in Congress in favor of this ad- 
justed. compensation. I have spoken 
approvingly. myself. always with the 
reservation that the-bestowal shall be 
made when it maybe done without 
such injury to the country as will 
nullify_the benefits to the ex-service 
men: themselves which. this expression 
of gratitude ts designed to bestow. 

It is‘ not ah agreeable thing to sug- 
gest that action be postponed again, 
but frankly ©I do not find myself 
favorable to the piecemeal pa: an 
‘plaii, which is manif design 
avoid embarrassment to the pn 
The long-drawn-out payments will not 
afford an effective helpfulness to the 
service men. ;

Fur- 
ther excessive borrowings would likely 
undo all that nas been accomplished 
in -readjusting interest rates and 
stabilizing the financial world, oth 
vitally essential to the résumptio 
industrial and. commercial activities. 

Granting that it-is not fair to op- 
pose any proposed plan without offer- 
ing ‘a substitute, let» me repeat that 
I believe the American people will ac- 
cept:a levy of a ‘general, sales tax to 
meet the proposed bonus payments, 
and We should contribute thereby no 
added difficulties to the problems of 
readjustment. If Congress will not 
adopt such a plan, it would be wise ° 
to let the legislation go over. until 
there is a situation which will justify 
the large ovtlay. 

We are driving for large economies, 
we are pushing the disposition of. sur- 
plus war property, and have other. 
transactions under consideration which 
ought to provide great relief to the’ 
Federal Treasury. It is not consistent 
to’ enact legislation ‘in anticipation of 
these things, but it would be a pru- 

dent plan to.await the developments, 
and I can see in such a postponement 
no lack of’ regard for the service men 
in. whom -all the Americgn people are 
so genuinely interested.

Mr. House, comparing the total re- 
sources of trust compentes in the United 
States today with those of twenty-five 
years ago, said that in 1896 there were 
251 trust companies in-the country, with 
resources. of $843,000,000, and on June 
30, 1921, there were 2.390 trust com- 
panies with resources of $12,000,000,000, 
representing practically one-third of the 
entire banking resources of the country.

“LONDON, Feb. 17.—An important 
meeting of the Cabinet was held last 
night at the House of Commons:on the 
Egyptian situation. A settlement of 
matters in discussion with Lord Allenby 
Was arrived at. 

It is. understood Lord Allenby will, in 

consequence, return almost immediately 
to Egypt and that. he will be empowered 
to negotiate with the Egyptian leaders 
with a view to an arrangement. 
\ It is inferred that Lord Allenby has 
succeeded either in getting his views 
adopted by the Cabinet or in bringing 
about.a compromise that is satisfactory 
to him. It is believed there was founda- 
tion for the report that he came to Lon- 
don with his resignation in his pocket, 
but the fact that he is returning to 
Egypt indicates improvement in the po- 
sition from his point of view. 

It is evident from his visit to London 
that there was some difficulty which 
required adjusting .and it is said that 
those members of the Cabinet who did 
not feel prepared to support entirely the 
liberal policy he Rromnecs for Sey 
were Mr. Churchill and Lord Curzon.

The main question at issue between 
Lord Allenby and Cabinet, according 
to The Daily News, was. whether the 
guarantees required by, Great Britain 
should or should not be given before the 
protectorate was abolished. Thé Gov- 
ernment held they should; to which Lord 
Allenby replied that unless the protec- 
torate were first abolished there would 
and could be. no guarantees because no 
Egyptian Government would come into 
being to give them..

The British Govefnment asked for

Kenyon’s Last Measure Sent Back

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The Senate 
late today recommitted to its Labor Com- 
mittee the Kenyon bill to’give the Pres- 
ident. power to speed up in slack times 
and retard in prosperous times con- 
struction of public works ‘as an aid to 
employment, conditions.

Senator Kenyon said that the amend- 
ment left only public buildings. and 
good roads within the scope of the bill, 
and after the amendment had been 
adopted moved to recommit-the bill to 
committee, as he said it was evident the 
bill had been destroyed and the amend- 
rent had been supportsd with that view 
in mind. His motion to recommit was 
accepted by a viva voce vote. 

The. bill is the last which Senator 
Kenyon said he expected to press for 
action in the Senate before retiring to 
take up his duties as a Federal Circuit 
Judge. 

Provisions of the bill were drafted 
from recommendations of the President’s 
conference on unemployment and were 
designed to make possible long range 
‘lanning ‘of all public works so thats the 

sident could at any time orde. cessa- 
tion or resumpticn of work on stated 
projects. 

Bi-partisan opposition, developed when

he principal objection was that the 
measure gave opportunity for destroying 
tather than’ stabilizing the country’s 
économic life.

PARIS, Feb. 16.—Once again at the 
moment when the,Landru case appeared 
to be ended an anonymous writer has 
attempted to save the Bluebeard of 
Gambais from the guillotine. This time, 
however, the anonymous missive has 
come from Montreal, pinse ay and’ was 
addreted, not to ndru’s attorneys, 
but to a Parisian néwspaper. 

The writer, a Frenchman, states that 
a ‘fellow-countryman named Forget, re- 
sidi at 280 Park La Fontaine Street, 
Monfreal, has learned that Mme. Héon, 
one.of Landru’s supposed victims,‘ lies 
buried in the Cote des Neiges Ceme- 
tery in that city. 

The editor of the paper: immediately 
dispatched the letter to De Moro Giaf- 
feri, ndru’s counsel, who, after de- 
claring himself completely baffled by 
the case, laid the facts before the At- 
torney General and asked that they be 
investigated. He was assured that the 
French Consul at Montreal would be 
asked ‘by cable for further information. 

De Moro Giafferi, in discussing the 
case, stated that he had pleaded with 
Landru to tell him the entire truth.: In 
reply, Landru said: 

** Certainly; I will-confess ,ll, abso- 
lutely all. I took the eleven women and 
burne@ them—with a wax match.”’

GUILTY OF MORDER 
Jeremiah Haggerty Is Convicted

VICTIM WAS UNDER ARREST 


Shooting Followed Alleged Demand 
for a Bribe—Slayer on. Police 
Force Nineteen Years. 


; 


Jeremigh Haggerty, for nineteen years 
a member of the New York police force, 
the last four of which he served as a 
Detective Sergeant in the Seventh Dis- 
trict in the Bronx, was found guilty of 
murder in the ‘second’ degree at 11 
o'clock last night, six hours and twenty 
minutes after the jury received the case 
in the Bronx County Court. He was 
indicted for killing Joseph Lazaro, a 
barber, on the night of Aug. 15 in 212th 
Street, near White Plains Axenue, the 
. Bronx. 

Haggerty remained uhmoved when the 
verdict was announced. When he gave 
his pedigree to Court Clerk Edward 
O’Brien, showever, he was almost inaudi- 
ble. He said he was"43 years old, a 
Catholic, born in Ireland. Asked if he 
were temperate, he replied he was a 
‘*moderate. drinker.” He had never 
been convicted before, he said. 

Louis Hoffman, who acted with Wil- 
liam J. Fallon as counsel for the detec- 
tive, asked Judge Gibbs to postpone his 
sentence until next week, The Judge 
consented. Murder in the second degree 
is punishable by life imprisonment. 

Two and a half hours after Judge 
Gibbs had deHvered his charge the jur- 
ors returned to the courtroom. J e 
Gibbs read a note, asking that he again 
define murder in the second d and 
degree. manslaughter. e@ was 
about to begin when a juror requested 
that his definitions include also first 
degree murder.” Judge Gibbs repeated 
what he had said*in his charge. The 
jury then retired again. 

When Mr. Fallon, his counsel, in his 
address to the jury, drew a. picture of 
the detective pacing a cell in tre death 
house awaiting the morn df his execu- 
tion, the final arrival of that day, his 
slow march~to the chair, and his ‘* pass- 
ing to tre great beyond,’’ if found guilty, 
tears streamed from Hagegerty’s eyes. 
They continued flowing as Mr. Fallon 
spoke of the detective’s wife and four 
children. 

A brother of Haggerty and many 
patrolmen and detectives were in the 
courtroom. Lazaro’s widow and mother 
and several other relatives also were 


present. 

Assistant District Attorney Albert 
Cohn, in summing up, criticised the 
testimony of character witnesses tor 
Haggerty. He asserted that Haggerty 
had lied to Captain Wines, his superior 
officer, when asked if he was at 212th 
Street and White Plains. Avenue the 
night of Aug. 15. He contended that 
the shooting of Lazaro was not an ac- 
cident. 

Mr. Fallon apologized for Haggerty’s 
nervousness on the stand by asserting 
that ‘‘ Haggerty is: not a clever man, 
and was no match for Mr. ‘Cohn.’” He 
said that if his client had been clever 
he would not have rerjained a uniformed 
patrolman for fifteen years. Haggerty 
has been a detective only four years, Mr. 
Fallon said. He insisted that Haggerty 
had no intention of me the bribe 
roferred by Joseph Pollozollo, Lazaro’s 
riend. t was when Lazaro stooped 
down,’ as.if to’ pick up the can of wine 
he was carrying, that Haggerty, fear- 
ing an attack, pointed his gun at him, 
Mr. Fallon = said. Lazaro, however, 
caused the trigger to be pulled, he said. 

According to the complaint, Haggerty 
met Lazaro and. Pollozollo.in a shuttle 
train at Gun Hill Road and 212th Street. 
Lazano carried a gallon of wine. Show- 
ing his badge, Haggerty placed the two 
men under arrest. -While the men were 
walking through 212th Street, Haggerty 
is said to have spurned a $5 bribe which 
Pollozollo offered him and demanded 
$500. They walked a few feet further, 
when a shot wes fired from Haggerty 4 
gun, wounding Lazaro, who ied in 
Fordham Hospital twe days later.

MOSCOW, Feb. 16.—A Pilgrimage of 
Death would be a fitting title to the 
story of famine and despair brought 
back by one of the American Relief Ad- 
ministration’s District Superintendents, 
F. B. Lyon, from Orenburg, capital of 
the Chirghiz. republic. Conditions: there 
are so bad that the President recently 
informed Mr. Lyon that he had tried to 
arrange for 30,000 young men to be'sent 
to Tashkent to be kept alive in order 
that the Chirghiz race might not,utterly 
die out, but that although Tashkent and: 
the Central Gevernment had approved 
the projéct had to be abandoned owing 
to the difficulty of transportation 

More lately the American adult fee?- 
ing program which was soon extended 
to. 440,000 inhabitants and the exten- 
sion of child relief to 125,000 brought a 
ray of hope to Chirghiz misery, Yet 
the effects of the famine on this Mon- 
golian race have pioduced a degree of 
hopeless acceptation of fate’s cruelty 
hardly to be paralleled even in this 
Russia, where passive suffering is such 
@ universal rule. 

Chirghiz fatalism is typified by a pll- 
grimage of death, The cemetery of 
Orenburg City, about a mile outside the 
city, is approached by a wide boulevard. 
When the starving inhabitants realized 
that their last strength was failing they 
developed a custom of staggering forth 
toward the cemetery to die. Thus they 
hope to be assured of burial in conse- 
crated ground, for otherwise, as they 
well know, it is doubtful whether rela- 
tives and friends will be able to make 
the effort necessary to ‘transport their 
bodies to the cemetery, 

Each day bodies are found along the 
boulevard of those unable’to make. the- 
journey. Some He there three or four 
days until collected by’a municipal cart; 
which piles them altogether in a great 
open pit in the dle of the cemetery, 
where hundreds of bodies lie an un- 
covered horror—for at night there come 
wretches hardly- more alive than the 
corpses .they reb to despoil the poor 
stiffened forms of their ragged clothing. 


Those of the dying whose atresia 
lasts out crawl to the cemetery and fall 
expiring over the cross that marks ‘the 
resting place of the luckier dead. - Some- 
times, says Mr. Lyon, five, six and 
even ‘a dozen are thus to be seen whose 
skeleton features had brightened with 
happiness, at the realization that their 
earthly pilgrimage -had ended upon the 
symbol of divine mercy. . 

It is: well for them that they are be- 
yond further suffering, fot Mr. Lyon, 
upoh whose cheerful American youth the 
experience of the last three months has 
stamped an indelible impression, tells of 
Shastiler horrors yet. A few days before 
he left Orenburg he visited the cemetery 
with an American physician newly 
arrived from: Moscow to tend a colleague 
sufferi from typhus. -«

MAY END IN AUGUST 


Russians Expected to Be Able by 
Then to Feed Themselves 
From Harvests. ( 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 16.—The Ameri- 
can Relief Administration expects to 
withdfaw from its. undertaking in the 
famine-stricken Russia by next Sept. 1, 
Edgar Rickard of that organization said 
today, after he had conferred with Sec- 
retary Hoover. 

By that date, Mr. Rickard said, the 
Russians should be able to feéd them- 
selves with the proceeds of their har- 
vests. The American Relief: Administra- 
tion is sending to Russia 122,000 tons of 
seed wheat for planting this Spring, he 
eaid, which is expected to insure ample 
crops. In addition between 5,000,000 and 
6,000,000 Russian adults will receive the 
daily supplies of, cornmeal or grits sufft- 
cient to feed them until the new crops 
come in. i 

More than 1,600,000 children are being 


eupplied with a balanced ration now, Mr. 
Rickard said, and this number will have 
been increased by the middle of March 
to 2,200,000. Several million adults also 
are being fed.

WHOLE CHINESE NAVY 
HELPS ITSELF TO PAY 

Informs Peking and Foreign 

Representatives it Will Collect 


From Salt Revenues. 





‘SHANGHAI, Jan. 10.—The Peking 
Government, according to latest reports, 
stili is unable to control the Chinese 
navy, whose personnel, from Admiral to 
apprentice, was busily engaged at Shill- 
wei collecting six months’ arrears in pay 
cut of the Government’s salt revénue. 
About the middle of Jamuary the navy 
personnel, headed ky thé commander, 
Vice Admiral Chang Tsen; sent to 
Peking formal notification that the fleet 
had decided ‘*‘ to hold up the salt surplus 
of the Liahghu Salt collectorate with a 
view to using it to pay the men,” adding 
that ‘‘ what remains after paying wil 
be turned ever to the Government with- 
out the least misappropriation for other 
uses.”’ ; 

China’s salt revenues furnish security 
for a number of the country’s largest 
foreign loans and the naval chiefs are 
said to have had this in mind when 


they followed their note to the Govern- 
ment with another. to the foreign diplo- 
matic corps, pointing out that the $70u,- 
000 arrears in pay dye themselves and 
their men was only a small percentage 
of the salt revenues. and that the latter 
would not be .jeopardized by the sea 
fighters’ determination to collect what 
was due them. :

and willfully undertook to ‘alienate his 
affections.'' The actress caused him to 
forsake her and her daughter, Mrs. Har- 
ris charged. 

She described how she accused him 
and said that he again took up his 
abode with her a-few weeks ‘ater, in 
May, 1918, In September, 1920,.she said, 
Miss Lord; induced him to forsake her 
and to consort openly with ker ‘‘ to the 
humiliation of the plaintiff.’’

Millerand, Briand and ‘cau 
Assailed for Way in Which 
It Was Handled. 


MISMANAGEMENT ADMITTED 


But Importance of Preventing Loss 
of Prestige in Far East by 
Bank's Failure Is Urged.

PARIS; Feb. 16;—While the affairs of 
the Industrial Bank of China seem in 
a fair way to be settled according to

Led by M. Tardieu in the Echo Na- 
tional, a campaign has been carried on 
during recent weeks against. the man- 
ner in. which the affair was handled 
by M. Millerand, President of the Re- 
public, by M. Briand and by M. Lou- 
cheur:. The defence of those ‘involved 
has become so urgent that the Matin 


has been. enlisted to give full publicity 
to both Tardieu’s accusations ‘and the 
uated of these statesmen for their 
actions with the object of preventing 
the appearance of a secret scandal. a 
doing so the Matin thus summarizes 
a long series of what is described as 

* exceptional governmental complai- 
gence’ ' ” by the Echo National. birst 
a check for 11,000,000 francs was drawn 
by the Banque industrielle de Chine, 
known always as the B. I. C., on the 
Bank of France without provision for it 
being made. To draw a eheck with- 
out provision is a punishable offence, 
and yet no judicial steps were taken 
and the position of the bank directors 
was in no way~ affected. 

Second, though the Bb. I. C. was oa 
tually ina arate of suspension of 
ment on Jan. 1921, it was enable by 
governmental * Vieertention to “obtain 
250,000,000 francs through a consortium.

B. I. C. with the insolvent contractant 
Government of China. 

Fourth, while the. terms of the French 
law. oblige .an, administrative council of 
a company whose Habilities amount to 
two-thirds of its capital ‘and reserves 
to summon a general meeting to decide 
upon liquidation, this formality was not 
observ: in the case of the B. I. C. 

Fifth, during 1921 the Seine Commer- 
cial Court accorded the B. I. C. the 
benefit * ‘of’ ' a‘ ‘compromise’ ‘ setthement. 
But in September at the demand of the 
Government the Banque de Paris et des 
Pays-Bas, which had throughout directed 
the attempts to reconstruct the B, I. C. 

handed to the Government a reorgani- 
zation project in which was envisaged 
the creation of a. privileg liability , 
92,000,000 francs immediately repayable, 
and if it was wished to avoid all impu- 
tation of bad faith a demand for annula- 
tion of the compromise balance sheet.

FREEING THE SCHOOLS. 


It is'to be expected that the cry will 
at once go up from the City Hall that 
the Educational bill proposed by . the 
Meyer committee -is in violation of 
home.rule. As a matter of fact, the 
bill accentuates home rule by con- 
firming it. But it does not confirm 
it in the City Hall. - There’s the rub. 
It puts power in the Board of Educa- 
tion. itself, where, according to all 
sound educational théory and: practice, 
it should be. It gives that board such 
financial. independence, within reason- 
able limits fixed by statute, as will 
allow the board to use funds provided 
for school purposes with an eye sin- 
gle td the good of the schools. 

Furthermore, the bill seeks to as- 
sure the appointment of a board free 
of political considerations. The local 
members of the Board of Regents are 
constituted, with the Mayor, an Edu- 
cation Commission for the purpose 
of selecting members of the’ Board of 
Education. These Regents are the 
highest officers of the State in the field 
of @ducation, and may properly be 
asked to perform this office in helping 
this community to meet the constitu- 
tional requirement with respect to free 
common schools ‘‘ wherein all the chil- 
dren of this State may be educated.’’ 
The Mayor, acting alone in making ap- 
pointments to the board, has come to 
think the control-of the schools a per- 
sonal responsibility, whereas he: has 
legally’ been acting only as a. repre- 
sentative of the State. What he has 
done directly or indtrectly besides this, 
except as a member of the Board of 
Estimate, is usurped prerogative. This 
bill, if passed, would lessen and, it is 
hoped, end his centrol of the School 
Board and-make it directly account- 
able to the people. 

The rest of the bill has to do with the 
machinery of the Department of Edu- 
cation. The essential provision is that 
which looks to the independence of the 
board. Until that is assured, there is 
no prospect of relief from political in- 
vasion, which has so often of late 
threatened the schools of this city.

REAL HELP FOR AUSTRIA. 

There is good intention behind the 
plan of making Czechoslovakia the 
economic “guardian ’’~ of” Austria, 
which is. now said to be exercising the 
diplomats. The Czechs have a keener 
interest’ than any other foreigners in 
Austria’s restoration, and they are on 
better terms with her than are any 
of her neigfbors. It is a question, 
however, if Austrian sentiment is 
ready to accept the guardianship of 
those who were lately Austrian sub- 
jects, even if it means money in the 
pocket. Many promising economic 
schemes have been wrecked in the last 
two or three years by failure to con- 
sider ‘politics—that is to say, human 
nature. 

The best thing that has been done 
for Austria lately is ‘the Czechoslovak 
loan of 500,000,000 (Czechoslovak) 
crowns. One-fifth of it is turned over 
in cash at once. ~ That, to be sure, is 
only ten million dollars, but it is some 
thirty billion Austrian crowns, which 
is still a fair amount of money in 
Austria; and if the projected British 
loan of an equal sum is carried out, 


working: capital. Though sympathy, 
for Austria's plight undoubtedly had 
something to do with the Czecho- 
slovak loan, it is not. pretended 
that the. principal -motive was any- 
thing but self-interest. The Czechs 
want to put Austria on her feet 
in order to do business with her. 
And it is an. excellent sign of better 
times in Central Europe that self- 
interest and common sense are once 
more powerful enough to get the bet- 
ter of a hatred so ancient and so 
vigorous as was that of the Czechs for 
the Austrians. 

As a matter of.fact, the relations 
between Czechoslovakia and Austria 
are now good, and those between 
Jugoslavia and Austria are improving. 
The Czech-Polish accord added one 
more to the row of States which are 
preparing to do business with each 
other. _ * 

The actual evidence shows that the 
condition of all Central Europe—even 
of Austria—is considerably - better 
than the average American is likely 
to suppose, and infinitely better ‘than 
the prophets of ruin would per- 
suade us. 


TREASURY RATES AND BANE 
RATES. 

Yesterday the Bank of England re- 
duced ‘its rate of discount to 4% per 
cent. because, the cable informs us, 
Government dis>hursements ‘‘ contrib- 
‘* uted to the amount of funds in the 
‘* money market, permitting the plac- 
‘‘ing of Treasury bills at a. lower 
‘‘rate.’’ The Bank of England rate 
still has interest on this side of the 
ocean, but not for the old Teason. The 
r of interest in London no longer 
indicates anything regarding the ex- 
port or import of gold. Since the war 
the flow of gold has depended on the 
merchandise movement. The inter- 
esting point in the English and Amer- 
ican money markets just now is that 
both are dominated by the. operations 
of their Treasuries on capital account. 
Tax collections and disbursements are 
always considerable factors in the 
money market everywhere. But they 
are different from Treasury operations 
in reduction of debt or in refunding 
operations, In neither case is the rate 
for credit a reflection of the condition or 
demands of business. In both cases the 
controlling factor is fiscal, and there- 
fore in essence political, rather than 
financial or commercial. When -Par- 
liament orders restriction or expansion 
of Government collections or disburse- 
ments under conditions which ‘prevent 
the export or import of gold, the 
money market responds to the Treas- 
ury rather than to the Bank. 

Our Treasury also dominates our 
money market, although our gold mar- 
ket is free. We have such an excess 
of gold that we cannot find uses for 
it which good bankers approve. Chief 
among the banks’ customers is the 
Treasury, which casually asks for 
hundreds of milliqns, and talks of re- 
funding billions. Here thére are sev- 
eral points: of contact with our money 
|market. “As the Treasury offers more 
than the banks pay for deposits, the 
tendency in the short money market is 
to turn the deposits into Treasury 
paper, and thus reduce the funds of 
the banks available for business. In 
the-long term or investment market 
the Treasury's action is even more 
disturbing. ~The Treasury offers tax 
exemptions which make it an unfair 
competitor with other borrowers. The 
argument that the Treasury ought to 
be served more cheaply than others 
for patriotic reasons is not so com- 
pelling now as in the war years. In 
fact, there are those who think’ that 
the Treasury ought ‘to ask no favors 
in the money market. What the 
Treasury’ saves in interest it loses in 
taxes. . The cost to-other borrowers of 
the Treasury's cheap money is indi- 
cated/by the fact that they must over-' 
bid the Treasury for their funds by 
enough to offset the tax exemption.”

Dr. JAMES... MARTIN 
His Career 
at Ledst Los Angeles this week 
Was Varied. ** the, age of 100 
\ years minus only 
forty days, seems to have been decidedly 
less. vegetative in his mode of life than 
it has been the habit to be of most of the 
men and women who have attained the 
dubious honor of becoming centenarians. 
His activities, whether strenuous or not, 
were varied, and he must have exercised 
his mind as well as his body. 

He had been several kinds of doctor, 
beginning as a regularly educated prac- 
titioner, but turning later to homeopa- 
thy and then to something in the 
‘* magnetic’ line, which may mean al- 
most anything, Incidentally he had 
preached in pulpits of several sorts, 
some of them orthodox and some not; 
had" served as American Consul at two 
stations in the Near East, had been 
President of, or held other high offices 
in, many CaHfornla organizations, sci- 
entific and other, and.had represented 


an arbitration league at a peace con- 


vention ‘in Paris. 

Questioned recently as to the means 
and methdds by which he had preserved 
his health and faculties so long and so 
nearly unimpaired by the passing of so 
many years, his replies were quite as 
unsatisfactory as those of other cen- 
tenarians on that subject. ‘ Most credit 
he gave to the fact that he had eaten 
no meat since he was 39. Some he gave 
to complete abstinence from alcohol and 
tobacco, some to going to bed and ris- 
ing early—8:30 P. M. and 6 A. M.—and 
a lot to the avoidance of worry and 
complaining.

Pohn Canova, 28, a saloonkeeper at 
924 Malone Street, West Hoboken, was 
arrested yesterday afternoon by County 
Detective Nathan: Allyn of Prosecutor 
Hart’s office and later committed to the 
Hackensack jail by Justice of the Peace 
Henry T. . Griggs. without bail on a 
charge of manslaughter. He is accused

Until then it was thought 
their deaths were due to pneumonia.

A 
warrant was issued for Best’s arrest, 
but Best was absent when officers 
called at his home Wednesday morning. 
Late that night it was learned that Best 
was in the North Hudson Hospital, hav- 
ing been taken ill on a trolley car, and 
was losing his sight. He died in the 
hospital early yesterday morning.

Mr. Maxim and other directors of the 
league will meet at 7:30 o’clock tonight 
with the Commi8sioner of Navigation, 
the Assistant Commissioner and _ the 
Chief Radio Inspector of the Government 
at the capital to try ‘to lay out a set of 
regulations acceptable to both sides. 
About 1,000 wireless amateurs are ex-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—To maintain 
a fleet of eighteen battleships, as agreed 
on by the arms conference, the United 
States must provide eighteen complete 
battleship ‘crews, Secretary Denby de- 
clared today before the House Naval 
Committee in supporting his original re- 
quest for 90,000 enlisted men. 

Mr. Denby insisted that the question 
for Congress to decide was whether it 
would appropriate sufficient funds to 
keep the treaty navy at its maximum 
stage of efficiency.

He says that while there is in 
America a Catholic press with a rec- 
ord of much merit, “It is only too-evi- 
dent that our Catholic journalism is.far 
removed from the position of power, 
prestige and service it should and could 
occupy in our great country,” 

‘«'The wonder is that our Catholic ed- 
itors have done as creditable work as 
they have,’’ says the Archbishop. ‘‘ The 
time has come, however, when we must 
look to the good that can be donc and 
the evil prevented, by a live, progressive 
and attractive Catholic press, in the face 
of the tremendous power for good or 
evil which secular journalism enjoys and 
wields today. 

“Modern journalism. has its own 
schools, colleges, large endowments for 
the scientific training of editors and 
writers, who for the multitude interpret 
past and current events and mold public 
opinion. 

‘“Moreover, the press has become these 
latter years a mighty engine of pub- 
licity intelligently managed by the ex- 
perienced student of human psychology 
to stimulate the average reader to ac- 
cept cleverly concealed propaganda for 
or against legislation, popular move- 
ments, new or old schools of thought, 
conduct and economies. 

‘‘The popular notion: is that the press 
thinks with the people and-not for them. 
We know the subtle,. persuasive, con- 
vincing and compelling influence of the 
‘press. In view of all this we are con- 
fronted with the serious and. urgent re- 
sponsibility of making the printed word 
more potent for the spread of Catholic 
truth and the defense of the Church 
against ignorant or bigoted misrepre- 
sentation and injustice. 

‘‘ Again, there is a large variety of 
pretes matter in book, magazine, re- 
igious periodical and cheap newspaper 
that are diabolical in their hatred of 
everything and everybody Catholic. Th® 
avowed purpose of such literature is not 
only to create and inflame opposition 


to our Catholic faith, but also to ‘ poison 
the wells’ within the fold itself.’ 


116 NEW YORKERS SUICIDES. 


Gen. Kincaid Tells of State Soldiers 
Who' Killed Themselves Overseas. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 16.—One hun- 
dred and sixteen New York State sol- 
diers took their own lives overseas dur- 
ing the World War, said a statement 
issued today by Adjt. Gen. J. Leslie 
Kincaid. One hundred were . enlisted 
men and sixteen were officers. 

‘* While it is impossible at this late 
date to assign a proper cause leading 
to each individual suicide,’’ said the 
statement, ‘‘ the officers particularly 
were overcome with the feeling that win- 
ning the war was an impossible task 
and that the world’s culture was to be 
swept away by the triumph of German 
arms. Impulses of a more. personal thar- 
acter were evident in the suicides of the 
enlisted personnel. To some the fear 
of déath coming upon them in some 
frightful, unheard of form was enough 
to destroy thefr moral steadfastness, 
while to others a clairvoyant certainty 
that they were to work harm to ee 
whom they loved across the seas 
sufficient force to impel them to. “plot 
out their lives.’’ 

Soldiers of German descent, the report 
said, seem to lead other nationalities in 
ont ‘figures showing the extent of sui- 
cides. 

‘When an officer took the all-ending 
leap he, as a rule, relied on charge 
rom his pistol, ” said the statemeent.

Warfield and Fisher, and by W. W. Col- 
pitts,. speaking for’ the Board of Eco- 
nomics and Engineering, that; ‘in their 
opinion, the Warfield plan would mean 
a saving: of several hundred million dol- 
lars-annually to the railroads through 
increased efficiency, €conomy. of opera- 
tion and conservation of car facilities. 

Mr. Warfield declared the sécurity own- 
ers did not ask for the financial rate- 
making provisions in railroad legislation 
in 1919 and.1920 without, at. the same 
time, proposing measures’ which, if 
adopted, would make substantial savings 
in. railroad administration. He. called 
attention to Secretary Hoover's sugges-

Sees Only Two Ways. 

‘*We are in-a°-really serious situa- 
tion,”,.Mr. Fisher told the commission, 
‘with respect to. the transportation 
system of the United States. ‘‘ Mr.

We have only two 
sources from which to make effective 
the necessities—either increase the effi- 
celency and.economy of the railroad sys- 
tem, or we have to impose an additional 
burden upon. the shippers of the United 
States in order to maintain transporta-: 
tion. I say that not with reference to 
the return upon the investment, but as 
regards the new funds that are needed. 
We are discussing the question of rail- 
road rolling stock, on which we are to 
present a carefully prepared report to’ 
the commission, but the great matter 
is the question of the refinancing of the 
obligations of the carriers which are 
maturing:

POLICY OF WHOLESALERS. 


Willing to Buy Needed Goods, but 
Not to Venture Far Ahead. 


The general policy among the uste-K, 
salers at present, according to the 
service bulletin of the National Whole- 
sale Dry Goods Association, appears to 
be a conservative one, with a willing- 
hness to buy — merchandise re- 
quired by the trade. rations further 
than from 60 to 90 ~ ahead, how- 
ever, are still frowned upon. 

Many retaiters have seen the increas- 


ine desirability, according to the asso- 
ciation bulletin, of drawing goods 
quickly from the whol esaler, and this 
has required the latter to maintain a 
larger stock and to run the 'risk of a 
heavier loss in case of a decline. Tak- 
ing the cotton goods market up in 
general, the bulletin points out that the 
uncertainty of cotton values is perplex- 
ing the mill men as well as the com- 
mission. merchants and wholesalers and 
tends to keep trading, on a “near-by 

bas 


Apropos of the wage cuts in the New 
England mills, the plowing is said: 
“The Massachusetts mills are finding 
themselves somewhat handicapped by 
the laws regulating the hours of labor, 
which would make a greater percentage 
of reduction in wages necessary in that 
State to equal a smaller reduction in 
other States where mills may operate 
a a longer number of hours.” 
garding an accumulation of goods 
int the Pe asta, it is pointed out that the 
great expense of curtailing or stopping 
production would support the theory. 

“Tt is reported that the fine goods 
mills,” says the bulletin, “have large 
stocks on hand and of the normal sup- 
ply of’ manufactured goods probably 
the larger percentage is in the hands of 
the mills. As a result of curtailment 
and of strikes, some wholesalers sug- 
gest that there may be a scarcity of 
s0Me goods or at least a stronger 
primary market. Buyers, however, do 
not seém to be afraid of not being able 
to secure .goods and do not consider it 
necessary to make much forward pro- 
vision.” 

A silk department manager is quoted 
on the silk situation as follows: 

‘It is safe to assume that silks made 
from raw materials above $6 and $6.50 
@ pound.are on a speculative basis and 
the buyer may know that chances are 
being taken. It may be safe to operate 
on this basis for a few seasons to come, 
but as world adjustments are made 
raw silk cannot exact a profit above 
the general average. Raw silk must, 
sooner or later, come under the same 
laws that govern all other materials. 
The sooner this can be brought about,

Shoveler, Earning Money for Break- 
fast, Dies Just Before Quit- 
‘ting Time. } 


The snow is over for the time being, 
said the Weather Man last night, but 
the mercury was dropping steadily and 
the prédiction was that it would touch 
zero early this morning. Late last night 
it had gone down to eight above and a 
muffled city knew that it was going 
lower by the minute. 

The snow that fell early yesterday, 
reinforcing that left over from the day 
before, prompted Street Cleaning Com- 
missioner Alfred A. Taylor to get his 
entire ‘force out: Reports that a bliz- 
zard was raging off the Delaware Capes, 
something that the Weather Bureau pre- 
dicted would pass New York by, stimu- 
lated Commissioner Taylor’s work of 
clearing away that already here? 

He reported that he had 14,000 men at 
work and that in addition: 556 horse- 
drawn vehicles and 254 five-ton motor 
‘trucks were on the job. He said that 
the work of removal probably would 
take several days more, but that there 
would be no serious handicap to traffic, 

Among the thousands that Commis- 
sioner ylor had at work was John 
Ufert, about 44 years 6ld and no home. 
He w: ed to shovel snow soon after 
midnight ednesday and he told his 
fellow workers that he wanted the job 
so that he would have rey yoy to 
buy breakfast. He was at work in front 
of 47 Church Street this morning just 
before quitting and pay time. He sud- 
denly pitched over into-a pile of snow 
and a Broad -Street Hospital surgeon 
said he had died from heart * 

The blizzard off the Capes was re- 
ported to be one of the worst in years, 
and fears were expressed for shipping 
in that vicinity. Nine inches of snow 
had fallen along the coast there and 
a forty-mile wind was threatening to 
increase. The Coast Guard cutter 
Kickapoo, Captain’ Hutson commanding, 
was in readiness at Cape May, N. J. to 
answer’any;calls for assistance from 
shipping.
